Deadlines Set 
For JC Election 


With Monterey and Carmel al- 
ready carrying out their ends of 
the agreement, all eyes focused on 
Pacific Grove on Wednesday eve- 


ning as that school board met to 
discuss the Junior college district 
once more. 


Carmel’s resolution of intent has 
been given to the Monterey Board 
of Trustees having been adopted 
at a special meeting several days 
ago. Pacific Grove’s adoption of a 
similar resolution came two days 
ago to make it possible for Mon- 
terey to carry the ball from there. 


Monterey will now petition the 
State Board of Education for per- 
mission to begin actual work on 
forming a junior college district 
coterminous within the present 
boundaries financed by the MUHS 
district. Should the State grant per- 
mission, Carmel and Pacific Grove 
will then be given the opportunity 
to annex to form a peninsula wide 
district for Monterey Peninsula 
College. 


Three elections, one each in the. 


three cities in question, will ac- 
tually bring about formation of a 
district. 


2,339 Foreign Students 
Now on U.C. Campuses 


Berkeley—A total of 2,339 for- 
eign students and scholars were 
enrolled on all campuses of the 


University of California for the 


spring 1959 semester, President 
Clark Kerr reported. 


Of the total, 1,336 foreign visi- 
tors were enrolled at Berkeley, 
651 at Los Angeles, 221 at Davis, 
77 at the San Francisco Medical 
Center, 37 at Santa Barbara, 17 at 
Scripps Institution of Oceano- 
graphy, and one at Riverside. 


Some 95 countries were repre- 
sented on all campuses, from Af- 
ghanistan, with 9 student visitors, 
to Yugoslavia, with 11. 


The largest delegation from a 
single country was that of Japan, 
with 166 students anl visiting 
scholars. Of this total, 80 Jap- 
anese visitors are at Berkeley, 71 
at Los Angeles, 6 at Davis, 5 at 


San Francisco, 3 at Santa Bar- 


bara, and one at La Jolla. 


Canada, with 161, had the sec- 
ond largest group, followed by 
China, 157; India, 154; England, 
110; Israel, 98; Korea, 97; Iran, 
88: Germany, 83; and Hong 
Kong, 76. 


Delegates retired to their work- 


shops at 10:30 to discuss matters of | 


importance to their schools as well 
as the C.J.C.S.G.A. Each workshop 
included a chairman, resource per- 
son, and about two delegates from 
each school. Resolutions passed in 
the workshops went to the last 
general assembly of the day where 
they were voted upon by the whole 
assemblage.

Students Told, 
‘No Hazing’ 


Pete Mourer, last Thursday in 
Inter- Club Council, read a letter 
from Stanley Mosk, Attorney Gen- 
eral of California, regarding a ban 
against “hazing” recently enacted 
by the State Legislature. 

The ban came in the wake of 
several unfortunate incidents oc- 
curring at major California Uni- 
versities. 

The ban provides that “no stu- 
dent, or other person in attendance 
at any public, private, parochial, or 
military school, or college, shall 
conspire to engage in hazing, par- 
ticipate in hazing, or commit any 
act that injures, degrades, or dis- 
graces, or tends to injure, degrade, 
or disgrace any fellow student or 
person attending the institution. 

A stiff fine and imprisonment 
and forfeiture of any entitlement 
to public funds, scholarships, or 
awards will be enacted against any- 
one violating this article of the 
State Education Code. 

Several colleges have already 
taken steps to see that other trag- 
edys are avoided. Stanford Univer- 
sity’s Inter-Fraternity Council has 
outlawed all forms of hazing and 
any observance of fraternity “Hell 
Week’ when pledges are initiated.

The Press club has received a 
letter from Inter-Club Council 
President Pete Mourer saying the 
Club “ .. is no longer considered 
an active club on campus due to 
its failure to send a representative 
to Inter-Club Council and Student 
Council.”

know they were in questionable 
standing with ICC. He acted with- 
out investigation of why our club 
failed to send a representative to 
IGG, 

If he, or anyone from ICC, had 
taken a little trouble, they would 
have found that our lack of rep- 
resentation had a simple explana- 
tion—we had not yet reorganized 
as a club for the fall semester. 
Reason: too busy working on ur- 
gent campus publications.

The study covered grade 
point averages of transfer stu- 
dents and their opinions of 
junior colleges. 


“This latest study is further 
indication of what has been a con- 
tinuous record of excellence on the 
part of MPC graduates,” Dean 
Smith said. He recalled a 1956 let- 
ter from former UC President, 
Robert Gordon Sproul, commend- 
ing MPC for the record of its 
students who went on to the Uni- 
versity. 


“Our engineering students find 
that when they get to UC, they are 
better prepared for the work of the 
junior and senior years than those 
who started on the Berkeley cam- 
pus as Freshmen,” he added. 

In the fall, 1958 semester, MPC 
tranfers to UC dropped slightly 
from a GPA (grade point average) 
of 2.59 at Monterey to 2.41 at 


Berkeley. The 2.41 average com- 
pares with 2.16 for all students at 
Cal. (4.0 is a straight A average; 
3.0 is straight B; 2.0 is straight C 
average.) Dean Smith noted that 
GPA tends to drop for all students 
during the first semester after mak- 
ing the transfer from a junior col- 
lege to a four-year institution. 


GPA for transferees from MPC 
at San Jose State in the fall, 1958, 
dropped from 2.53 to 2.32, but the 
lower score here was also well 
above the average for all students 
at the college. 


MPC transfer students at UC, 
San Jose State and San Francisco 
State were asked a number of ques- 
tions designed to determine their 
attitude toward the preparation 
they received at Monterey. “Their 
responses overwhelmingly favored 
attending MPC,’ Dean Smith 
said. “Students were high in their 
praise of every aspect of the edu- 
cation they received here.” 


Generally, the 46 students inter- 
viewed “rated MPC’s instruction 
above that of the four-year school,” 
he added. Thirty-nine said their 
junior college had prepared them 
adequately, and all rated instruc- 
tion here as “favorable” or “very 
favorable.” Forty-two said they 
would attend MPC if they had it 
to do over again. 


Three students out of 17 found 
their major subjects less difficult 
at UC than at MPC, and only two 
found them harder. MPC counsel- 
ing was also highly rated by the 
transfer students. “Instructors at 
universities seem to be preoccupied 
with research,” Dean Smith com- 
mented, calling attention to the im- 
personal bigness of the large four- 
year institutions. 


“Students have indicated again 
and again their belief that MPC is 
a good school,” he said. Out of the 
1959 graduating class of 146, hon- 
ors (GPA of between 3.0 and 3.49) 
were earned by 22. High honors 
(3.50 to 3.99) were earned by six 
students.
